For a Duty upon Tin and Pewter wrought in Plates, Diſhes, or 
any other Work whatſoever, of one Penny upon every 
Pound Weight, to be levied as hereunder exprels'd, from 


the 1ſt of January 1695. tor ſixteen Years next following ; and 


the Sum of Money ariſing thereby to be applied to makegood 
the Loſs upon the Clipt Money. 


I. HAT from the firſt of January 1695. to the firſt of January 1712. no Pewte- 
| Ter or any Perſon that works Tin andiPewter, preſume to expoſe to Sale any 
ſuch Metal wrought, unleſs the ſame be firft marked by the Officers of the 
Exciſe, having firſt paid a Duty to the ſame Officers of one Penny for every 
Pound Weight (of which he ſhall be repaid by the Buyer) under the Penalty of 20/7. for 
every Offence, one half ro the King, and the other to the Informer. 

2. That all Houſekeepers, Lodgers, and others, ſhall be rated to have a certain Quantity 
of Tin or Pewter, according to their reſpedtive Quality, and pay one Penny for every Pound 
Weight, according to that Eſtimation, and have their Pewter and Tin marked by the ſame 
Officers, (let it be more or leſs than they have been rated) provided this Duty be demanded 
but once for the Term of the ſaid ſixteen Years. 

3. That the ſaid Officers of the Exciſe make a Viſit of the Houſes once in,every Year ; 
andif they find any Tinor Pewter wrought, not marked, that the Owner theteof be forced 


to pay once more one Penny for every Pound Weight of the Pewter he was computed to 
have, unleſs he declares upon his Oath the Name of the Pewterer who has ſold it. 


4. That the Officers of the Exciſe keep the Mark wherewith the ſaid Tin or Pewter is to 


be marked, and that there bea great Penalty inflicted on ſuch who ſhall be convifted of ha- 
ving counterfeited the ſame. | 


5. That the ſaid Penny upon every Pound of wrought Tin or Pewter be given back to 
thoſe who ſhall export it out of the Kingdom.
